ARE HIS BOOKS 
Becretary Reeves of A. P. A. Coun- 
ell No. 46 Will Claim Them. 


Holds That the A. P. A. Is Not an 
Aggressive, but a Defensive Order. 


DISAVOWALS FROM SOME WHOSE 
NAMES WERE ON THE ROSTER. 


Reeves Tells Hew the Beeks Were 
Taken Frem iim, and “ays That 
Mereafter Sack Assaults Will Be At 
temded With Great Bisks—W hat Citi- 
zens Reported as Members Have to 
Say. 


es, I willclaim those books when the 
Police get through exhibiting them,’’ said 
T. O. Reeves last night. Mr. Reeves’ remar« 
had reference tothe books of A. P A. Coun- 
cll, 46, which were taken florcibly from him 
on the night of July 13 and which were turned 


door to the police on Tuesday night. ‘‘I don’t 
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see what right the police had to give those 
books tothe press for examination,’’ Mr. 
Reeves continued, nor why they didn’t 
Arrest the man who turned them in. They 
Were gtolen property and the police knew it. 
Ithought stolen property was always re- 
turned promptly tothe owners when found. 
But it is all right; we don’t care anything 
about the publication of the names.’’ 

‘*To whom was the loss of the books re- 
ported!“ 

To the police of the Sixth District. I 
went there the morning after the assault and 
made the statement to Capt. Campbell. 

What did he say?’’ 

**That the loss of the books would do us 
more good than harm. I did not expect to get 

he books back—at least through the police— 
but wentthere toreportthe assault, and to 


give the best description I could of (the men 
whofaessaulted me. We thoughtjthat the books 
would turp up, Dut we rather expected that 
the same thing would happen in this case as 
in that of No, 47, that the books would be 
thrown away when the parties had gdone 
with them. * 

**Has the Council had any meetings since 
the loss occurreda?’’ 

**Certainiy, we have our regular meetings 
just the same. 

„Have you done anything toward identi- 
fying the persons who assaulted you?’’ 

. We have done considerable, with 
an intention that was interpreted as mean 
ing that a great deal of progress had been 
owt Gur «46 that the man that did it do 
not live very fartrom here. They know how 
I come home,andthey plannedthe attack 
very carefuliy. 1 use Newstead avenue in 
eoing and coming, and I almost always turn 
into the alley from Newstead, and come 
through my back gate, they attacked me in 
the alley, and one of them held a pistui to 
my head, and the other reached forthe 
boots. Neltherofthem spoke a word. For 
awhile I fought with my right arm, and held 
the books In my left; but they knocked them 
out of my hand, and then I got them under 
my feetand fought them with both arms; 
they dividedand came forme one on each 
side, and one of them hit me onthe forehead 
with the butt of the revolver, and Mr. 
Reeves directed attention toan ugly scar. 
now almost healed. *‘\\ hen iwtaggered hack, 
they got told of the books and ran. TVuey 
didn’t ask for money, nor did they say any- 
thing to me during the whole time. 1 knew 
what they were after.’’ 


CLAIMS IT 18 RETALIATION. 
Reference was madeto the list of names 
and occupations which the Council has be- 
gun to complle. Ihat is not a boycott of 
the Catholics,’’ said Mr. Reeves, dut a 


measure of protection on account of their 
boycotting us. The Catholics never give 
any patronage to us, ifthey can help it, and 
they ought nottocomplain if we follow the 
same policy. They have their Columbian 
orders and thelr anti-A. F. A. s, and they 
ought to aliow usto organize as we please. 
Certainly we do not seek to interfere with 
them, nor to get hold of their books or 
secrets. And I want to say, tHat 
if this thing is going to be kept up 
the men who engage in it will take their 
lives in their hands every time they atkmept 
it. % will jyrotect ourselves d our 
rights. Andif l had had even a club onthe 
those men would not 
Dave got away without being hurt. Rut 1 
was unarmed, True, I knew something of the 
kind was contemplated, and if I nad bad a 
re volver I would perhaps bave had it with 
me. But hereafter all such enterprises will 
be attended with great risk.’’ 

Keferring again to the question of business 
patronage, Mr. Reeves said: 1 know of a 
case on Franklin avenue where a man keeps 
a large grocery andemploys a large number 
of men, where a boycott was threatened. 
The anti-A. PF. A’s went to this man and said 
that they understood that be had a number 
of A. F. At in nis employ, and that if he 
didn’t discharge them they would boyeott 
him. But he refused to do as they de- 
manded, saying he did not hire peopie for 
toeir ies or their religion. Another 
Case, thatofa hatter, is in my mina, in 
which they have really injured his business 
seriously ; and I might mention others—but it 
is of no use. It doesn’t do any good to talk 
of those things.’’ 

Mr. Reeves’ doar oy source of annoyance 
in connection — 3 t loss and the pubdiica- 
tion of the contents of the books of Council 46 
seems to be that the Police Department saw 
At to givethe matter out to the press. He 
repeatedly said that the doeuments were 

property. and that tue police should 
notonly not have published their contents, 
but should have arrested the man who turned 
them over.

Fortaeately Mrs. Brown Mad Just Es- 
countered Her Husbaed and the 
Scheme Fatled—She Laughed When 
the Message Was Delivered— Will Re- 
turn te Press the Suit fer the Recovery 
ef Her Little Daughter. 


„l this Mrs. Brown?’’ The speaker was 
the conductor of last night’s Wabash train, 
andthe lady addressed was Mrs. Kate Mays 
Brown, who had come to the Union Depot to 
take the train for Decatur, III., the home of 
her parents, where she will stay until the 
habeas corpus proceedings which she has 
brought for the recovery of her 6-year-old 
daughter Frankie come up In court. 

**Yes, that is my name, she said. 

„1 have very bad news for you, Mrs. 
Brown. Your husband, Lee Brown, has 
committed suiciae at 1502 Washington av- 
enue and your little girl, Frankie. is at No. 
27226 Morgan street. refering to a notebook 
which he took from his pocket. ‘‘A man 
gare me this information just now, but he 
told me you would get on thetrainin East 
St. Louis. 

To the conductor's astonishment Mrs. 
Brown greeted his apparentiy tragic news 
witha laugh. 4 

Can you describe the man who told you 
all this?“ she asked, asthe conductor stared 
atherinamazement. The description was 
given and the lady laughed again. 

That man himself was my husband. 
said Mrs. Brown. le gave you that mes- 
sage inorder to detain me. Fortunately, I 
met him just outside here, and so the scheme 
has failed to work. 

Mrs. Brown then stated that upon seeing 
herarrive atthe Union Depot her husband 
had advanced to her and sald: 

So you are really going away, are you?’’ 

„lam, was the wife’s reply as she hur- 
ried away from him to catch her train. It 
was the next moment that the conductor 
hed given her what he thought was a crush 
ing announeement of her husbandad’s sul- 
cide. 

80, you see, the wife sald, again laugh- 
ing, nis littie plan has been frustrated by 
his own appearance on the scene. 

The Wabash conductor gently returned his 
note - book to his pocket. 

By George!’’ he ejaculated, 
been most beautifully buncoed!’’ 

Then Mrs. Brown, bidding farewell to the 
lady who had accompanied her to the depot, 
boarded the Wabash train and in a few 
moments wason her wayto Decatur. The 
conductor and passenger agent of the 
Wabash had been greatly annoyed by the 
Giscovery of how badly they had been im- 
posed upon, but expressed their satisfaction 
that Mr. Brown's appearance at the depot 
had spolledthe ruse, whatever its purpose 
may have been. 

WILL KETURN TO ST. LOUIS. 

Mrs. Brown is under promise to return to 
St. Louis before the day set for the hearing 
of the habeas corpus petition. 

She has left with her attorney a list of wit- 
nesses by whona she expects to prove all the 
allegations in the petition, and has vowed 


that she will not consider any other phase of 
her differences with her husband until the 
future of this chili, a delicate giri of 6 years, 
is settled. 

Service ofthe papers in the proceeding, 
commanding the production of the body of 
little Frankie Brownin Circuit Court-room 
No. 4, was secured by a mild bit of strategy 
yesterday alternoon. 

Brown kept an appointment made dy his 
wife, andadeputy Sherif! happening to be 
onthe ground with the summons in the 
habeas corpus suit, it was placed in his 
bands. 

Upto this time Brown had been defying 
his wife, and telling her she was helpless tv 
take the chila from him, and be was very 
disagreeably surprised when he found she 
had secured able counsel. 

Immediately thereafter he made a propo- 
sition for a reconciliation, but upon the au- 
vice of her attorney, Mr. L. McLaren, she 
declined to accept the terms he offered. lie 
renewed the negotiations through his attor- 
ney later in the afternoon, but none of the 
propositions were accepted, and there is 
every probability that the babeas corpus suit 
wiil be tried upon iis merits. 

Mrs. Brown stated to her lawyer and to 
others that her body is covered with scars 
received during her seven years of wedded 
infelicity, and that she has repeatedly in- 
curred the displeasure of her father and 
mother by consenting to reunions after they 
had supposed that a final separation had 
taken piace.

The Senate Will Not Modify Its 
Position on the Tariff.

Its Amendments Must Stand if the 
Bill Is Passed. 


HOW THE SITUATION APPEARS AFTER 
TWO DAYS OF CAUCUSING, 


Vilas Will Withdraw His Metion te Strike 
Oat the Sugar Trast’s 1-Se Differen- 
tial—Senmaters Who Contre! tke Situs 
tien—Republicans Undeterminmed on 
Their Line of Action. 


Wasnivoton, D. C., July 28.— By agreemen: 
the conference report of the tariff bill was 
deferred when the Senate met until 2 p. m. 

On motion of Mr. Hunton a resolution di- 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury to 
transmit a list of claims ia the handsof the 
accounting officers of the Government, also 
all claims passed upon by the Court of Claims 
requiring appropriations at this session,was 
adopted; aso Mr. Allen’s resolution calling 
on the Attorney-General for copies of all cor- 
respondence with railroad officials in con- 
nection with the recent strike. The Senate 
then considered bills on the calendar. 

After all the caucusing the situation on 
the tariff question inthe Senate to-day may 
by summed up as follows: Mr. Smith of New 
Jersey, Mr. Hill and Mr. Murphy of New 
York and Mr. Irby of South Carolina will vote 
with the Republicans at any time for an in 
definite postponement of the report of the 
Conference Committee on the tariff bill. 
There are four others—Messrs. Gorman, 
Brice, Blapchard and Caffery—who will vote 
for the same motion in case any alteration is 


made in the bill as it stands or any instruc- 
tions are given tothe conferrees to recede 
fromthe position they have taken on that 
measure. Mr. Vilas bas receded from bis de- 
termination to move to instructthe Senate 
conferrees to strike out the Sugar Trust’s \% 
cent. 

The Senate will hold out sabstantially for 
what was agreed upon in the Jones amenda- 
ments, and the Senate conferrees, finding 
themselves confronted with the necessity of 
holding forty-three votes, will be compelled 
to say that if the Dill is to de 
passed the House must accept the ma- 
terial amendments made by the Senate. 
This is especially true of sugar, coal and tron 
ore, over which the greatest contention has 
been from the beginning. It is suggested by 
some that there may be a slight lowering of 
the duty on tron ore which, 1s claimed, 
can stand a reduction better than coal. 

The Republicans, after a consultation, 
found that they could not carry the free su- 
gar amendments proposed by Senator Quay 
yesterday. It was decided that Senator Quay 
would withdraw all his amendments offered 
yesterday, but they will be renewed in a dif- 
ferent form by some other Republican. 

if the vote shows that Senator Quay’s vote 
will strike out the s differential it will prob- 
ably de cast on that side. The Republicans 
do not know how the Populists will vote. 
On the proposition to vote for free sugar it 
was found a serious eomplication. For the 
Republicans, Senators Manderson 
Perks were afraid that the prop- 
osition might go through and the 
Dill pass, as it was understood that in case 
free sugar was added tothe Dill Senator Pef- 
fer would vote for it. The Republicans felt 
that the only proposition that would go 
through and which would endanger tie bill 
is that instructing the conferees to strike out 
the cent differential. 

@ This would carry by only the margin of one 
vote if alithe Populists and Senators Hill 
and Irby vote for it.

HE SLEW FOUR. 


The Dreadful Deed of a Los 
Angeles Ex-Policeman. 


Killed His Divorced Wife, Her Brother, 
Her Father and Her Mother. 


JOE CRAIG THEN POINTED THE PISTOL 
AT HIS OWN HEAD AUD FIRED. 


Crazed With Murdereus Brink He Paid 
a Visit to His Childrem—The Fatal 
Rush of the Brether te His Sister’s 


Assistance—Cerpses at Corrilitens 
Canyons Two Mere Fatal Shots on the 


Murderer’s Beturm te Town. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., July 26.—Three people 
instantly killed and one fatally wounded was 
the wholesale murderous record made by Joe 
Oraig, an ex-police officer, last night. About 
5 o’clock last evening Craig bired a horse and 
buggy and drove to the house of nis divorced 
wife, situated in Oorriiitos Canyon, near 
Tropico, where she lived with her uncle, 
brother and three young children. Before 
Craig started he announced that he was 
goina there with the intention of seelng his 
children, but murder wae evidently bis in- 
tentivun as he had armed himself with two re- 
volvers and had been drinking heavily dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

When he arrived at the home of his wife 
he deliberately drew @ revolver and shot her 
dead. Her brother, George Hunter, who was 
some distance from the house when the 
shooting occurred, rushed to his sister’s 
assistance. Craig shot him, inflicting a 
wound which proved fatal. He then jumped 
into his buggy and drove rapidly back to Los 
Angeles. 

Arriving at the house of his father-in-law, 
William Hunter, he tied up his horse and 
without any ceremony ran into the 
house, shot and instantly killed 
his father-in-law and mother-in-law. He 
then applied the pistol to his own head with 
the intention of ending bis existence, but 
only succeeded in inflicting a slight flesh 
wound. Two neighbors Pushed in and dis- 
armed Craig, detaining him until the arrival 
of the police. 

Mrs. Craig secured a divorce about two 
months ago upon the grounds of cruelty, and 
Oraig, who te reputed to possessed of a 
very quarrelsome disposition, has never lost 
an opportanity to make it unpleasant for her 
and her family. 


Assaulted and Cast Into the River. 


LexrinoTor, Ky., July s. — Miss Mary Wu. 
son, the 16-year-old daughter of Col. Thomas 
Wilson, a prosperous farmer near the Blue 
Lick Springs, was criminally assaulted by an 
unknown negro yesterday and thrown un- 
conscious into the Kentucky River to conceal 
the crime. A boatman heard the splash and 
rescued the girl before she Was drowned. 
Her condition is very critical. A posse is 
hunting all through the county for the 
negro, and the injured gairi’s father and 
brother declare that if he is caught they will 
burn him alive.

W. WILOOX REFUSES TO ANSWER 
ANY QUESTIONS. 


Kirschbaum Asked One Creditor Net to 
Push Him to the Wall—His Sisters 
Think He Will BRetars—His Brother 
Geerge Not at Work—Attachmenis 
Threatened en the Real Estate Office. 


Otto G. Kirschdaum, the manager of the 
Burns estate, is still missing. His relatives 
are making an effort to ascertain his where- 
abouts, but, it is said, they have obtained no 
clew astowhere he has gone nor why he 
went. The estate of which he is the manager 
is valued at nearly $1,000,000. Kirschdaum 
lived with his father-in-law, Capt. Austin R. 
Moore, at 1219 Vandeventer avenue. 

The person whosaw Kirschbaum last, ac- 
cordingto all accounts, is his sister, Miss 
Lottie Kirschbaum. Shehas not seen him 
since Wednesday last. 

KIRSCHBAUM’S STORE ATTACHED, 

This morning Constable N. F. Brady, ac- 
companied by John Snapper of Bischoff 
Brothers, forced their way into Kirsch- 
baum’s notion store at the southeast corner 
of Twelfth street and Franklin avenue. Jonn 
snapper said that Bischoff Brothers had an 
attachment against Kirschbaum (for $250 
and that he thought his firm wag the 
first of several creditors to obtain 


an attachment against Kirsenbaum’s stock 
of notions and other merchandise. A num 
ber of clerks employed by Kirschbaum were 
standing about, but nope of them seeme to 
know anything concerning the whereabouts 
of their employer, nor did they 
know where his chief clerk, ° : 
Wilcox, could befound. John Snapper when 
asked it he knew where Wilcox was, said: 
Ae told me he was going to Ihlinois to take 
charge ofa picture frame company. He did 
not say in what part of Illinois he was going 
to locate. We looked for him this morning, 
but could not nd him. I believe he has the 
keys to this store. 

A member of the firm of Bischof Bros. 
being asked what had become of Kirsch- 
baum said that he thought Mr. Kirschbaum 
would not return immediately. He added 
that Bis house had tried toinduce Kirsch- 
baum to pay what he owed forsome time 
past and that Kirschbaum had requested 
them not to force him to the wall. He said 
they had notseen Kirschbaum at any time 
during the past week. 

Rice, Stix & Oo. also obtained an attach- 
ment against Kirschbaum's stock of notions 
and fancy goods. The amount of their elaim 
is $154 and their attachment had just been 
served when another, obtained by O. D. 
Lewis & Co., was givento Constable Brady. 
Wm. Fagin, who said that he represented a 
collection agency, was about the store ail 
forenoon. He asserted that he had 
a number of small claims against 
Kirschbaum, and that he would attach 
the furniture and fixtures of the real estate 
office at 613 Chestnut street.

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TENCE AND DIED CAMBLY. ;

Gov. Stone Refused te Commute the Sen- 
tence—The Doomed Man Recoseciied’ 
to His Fate and Receives Religious 
Censeolation—The Harris and Price 
Wemen Visit Mim-—His Verses—The 
Last Night and Scemes Attending the 
Execution. 


Charles Wilson was hanged this morning at 
6:21 o’cloek in the jail yard for the murder of 
Moses Hodges on Nov. 8, 1893. The execu- 
tion was successfully carried out in every 
wey, no accidents occurring. Wilson was 
game tothe last in a quiet way that made 
the hearts of the spectators go out to him. 
He was cut down twelve minutes after the 
springing of the trap, his death being caused 


by strangulation. 

Yesterday afternoon Wilson still bad hopes 
that his sentence would be commated, but 
Attorney T. B. Harvey receiveda telegram 
from Gov. Stone that there would be no 
Executive interference and he immediately 
communicated t information to Sherif 
Stead. ‘‘I did not feel like calling on the un- 
fortunate men end imparting the sad news 
to bim, said Mr. Harvey toa Post-Dts- 
PATCH representative. He also added that 
the work he had done in the matter had 
Deen gratuitous. A representative of the 
Sherif immediately informed Wilson of the 
action ofthe Governor. The latter there- 
upon, without any apparent purtarbation of 
mind asked that Fr. McKriane be sent for. 
The fatber responcedly promptly and had 
quite an extended private consulta 
tion with the condemned man. Wilson 
still maintained his general govd spirits 
which were more of the character of com- 
placent resignation than bravado or indiffer- 
ence. He stated to the priests that his death 
must have been the will of God and that ne 
acquiesced init. In reply to interrogatories 
propounded by the priests hesaid that he 

ad no statements to make for the press, 
but that he hed made a statement to Mr. 
Harvey who could communicate it to the 
public if he desired. Later Fr. cKriane ad- 
minis(ered the last sacraments of the Roman 
Catholic Church to the condemned man in 
his cell in the presence of Deputy Sheriffs 
Culkin and James who were standing the 
death watch between 6 and 12 o’clock 
p. m. Mison underwent the formalities 
with his usual coolness Dut seemed to appre- 
ciate the spirit of the occasion, and after the 
conciusion ofthe ceremonies he asked the 
priest to send for Mr. Harvey. All 1 want 
to see him for, sald he, is to thank him 
for what he has done fur me.. A messenger 
was dispatched for Mr. Harvey. 

THE PRICK WOMAN. 

About 8 o’clock last evening Nellie Price, 
the woman who was the occasion of the 
shooting that caused Wilson to be con- 
demned as a murderer, called to see him and 


had an extended conversation with him 
through the screen. What was said was not 
ascertained, but the Interview closed by her 
requesting him to have his photo- 
for her benefit. He read- 
informed a deputy 
N tre to have bis photo- 
graph taken, explaining, at the same time, 
why he made the request. l’hotographer 
Harry Newbold, who does the photograpn- 
ing forthe Foce Department was sent for. 
and could not be found. Later, Deputy 
Sherif Culkin askea Wilson if he 
did not desire a lunch, telling him, 
at the same time, to order what 
‘he wanted. Wiaison thereupon ordered his 
last eartiy menu. It was a simple bill of 
fare, consisiing of two dozen oysters, raw. 
one-half of a spring chicken and eggs and 
ham, remarking incidentally, *‘Let me have 
the ans and con with tne ‘sunny side 
up. Some of the deputies in 
attendance added some peaches and 
cigars. The lunch reached him 
about io’clock this morning and he partoox 
ofa hearty meal. which he appeared to rel- 
ish. lle then ate a peach, iit a cigar and 
walked over to the screen, where he had a 
lengthy conversation with a colored woman 
named Florence Harris, who Led called to 
see im. lle also had a talk with his 
cousin Patrica Carter, also colored, who had 
accompanied the Harris woman. During 
the progress ol the talk his cigar went out, 
but he immediately relighte it and re. 
sumed his talk in his 
composed manner. lt can de said 
of him thet hie bearing was tnat 
of a reiined courage without a feature 
of braggadocia about it through all of tuis 
periouw. In his conversation with the Harris 
woman, \Vilson was heard to remark: ‘‘if 
ou bed treated me right this would never 
ave happened.“ The woman then began 
tocry, when WIison kissed her through the 
screen and went directly to his cell, where 
he lait on his cot, and to all appearaaces in 
an hour was asleep. 
INFORMED OF HIS FATE. 
Deputy Sheriff Cakin thus describes how 
he informed Wilson of his fate: *‘When the 
dispatch was received from the Gevernor I 


called on Wilson and told him how much 
betteraman was to die who had made his 
— with his God and if the worst 
fel him he would be in better condition 
than one who met with a sudden death, He 
said he was ready to die, but preferred to 
live. He believed that he should be pun- 
ished for what he had done, but preferred a 
term in the penitentiary to death, because 
he believed his act did not deserve that ne 
should die. Later I imparted the sad news to 
him, and his reply was: ‘lexpected it and 
will try to vear Up like aman.’ Later, 
when a deputy sberiff offered hima drink of 
whisky to nerve him for the occasion he de- 
stating that he preferred ieed tea 
o die with his faculties clear.

Asthe timeof theexecution approached 


Wilson, with the same coolness that had ac- 
companied nim throughout, made a will dis- 
posing of his carey effects. He did not 
da ve much to leave, but like Jay Gould, he 
left all he had. To John Henry he bequeathed 
his good pair of shoes (the poor pair he 
wore on the scaffold), and to Mr, Carter, 
whose first name is not «iven, he leaves his 
sheets, towels anda bucket. Later he made 
a request to the Coroner that his body be 
turned overto his spiritual adviser, which 
request was complied with. When the 
morning dawn first appeared he was stili 
walking in the corridor with his death watch 
and his priest and lightedafresh cigar to 
drive away the gloom that his countenance 
showed was gathering around him. At about 
5 0’clock this morning extreme unction was 
administered to him. At 5:30 o'clock he took 
anotuer parade around the corridors. 


DURSTROW A SPECTATOR. 

At that time the prisoners, who had 
previously been asleep, observed from their 
cells with considerable interest, not the 
least among whom was Duestrow, whose cell 
was directly opposite his resting place. At 
6:20 o'clock Sheriff, Staed appeared and read 
the death warrant in the cell of thecon- 
demned man. A few minutes later Wilson 
with his arms pinfoned waiked out of his cell 
to the gallows. On onesideof him was the 
priest and on the other Deputy Hatton, whiie 
the Sheriff, a number of deputies and a re- 
tinue of reporters followed in the rear. 

IN THE JAIL YARD. 

The jail yard, where stands the scaffold 
upon which so many murderers have gone 
to their death, was well filled with specta- 
tors long before it was time for the doomed 
prisoner tocome forth, Sergt. James Daw- 
son had charge of asquad ot police at the 
Twelfth street entrance of the yard, through 
which the spectators were admitted, and 
Sergt. Gillespie was in command of another 
body of officers to prevent the crowd from 
surging too close around the scaffold. Every 
one waited patiently for the fateful moment 
when the little door tn rear of the jail should 
open and the prisoner appear for his last 
walk. 

Atlastitcame. Sheriff Patrick Staed had 
been waiting outside of the door for the hour 
of 6o’clock. The rope and drop had been 
thoroughly tested yesterday but all this was 
gone through again that there might be no 
hiteh. Everything was ready. Then the 
Sherif pounded three times on the tron- 
bound door. The crowd was hushed to 
silence as though they expected the legal 
tragedy do begin. 

There was a wait for a moment or two 
and then the door swung open. 

PROCESSION TO THR GALLOWS. 

The Sheriff entered, and shortly those who 
were nearest whispered, ‘‘Here he comes. 
Wilson appeared at the door, his arms pin- 
foned, tall and straight and arm, with his 
confessor, Fr. McEriane, dy his side, hold- 
ing his arm, but not supporting him in any 
way.

Back- 
ward and forward he swung his powerful 
frame but his probably unconscious efforts 
ceased very soon. 

When the body had dropped Drs. Randall 
and Nevillesprang torward and seized the 
wrists, while Drs. Marks and Frans stood by 
with open watches. Slowerand slower beat 
the pulses, and finally, after eight minutes, 
they ceased. Four minates later the 
wascutdown. Thetrap was sprung at 6:21.

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DOWN THE SUGAR TRUST. 


An analysis of the situation in the Sen- 
ate shows that the Democrats who claim 
to be honest tariff reformers have a chance 
to rescue the Senate majority from the 
grasp of the Sugar Trust and enable it to 
pass a fairly satisfactory bill. ? 

Senator Caffery stated to the Senate that 
he and his colleague were not responsible 
for the Sugar Trust’s differential, but 
were forced to support it by Gorman, 
Brice and Smith in order to get terms for 
the Louisiana sugar planters. He is re- 
ported to have told the Democratic caucus 
that he and Blanchard would be satisfied 
with a straight ad valorem tax of 45 per 
cent on sugar. 

Hili and Peffer voted against the Senate 
bill, but Hill is now practically committed 
to the support of a bill which will admit 
iron ore and coal free. Peffer would prob- 
ably be satisfied with free raw materials 
and the knock-out of the Sugar Trust. He 
might be induced either to support a better 
bill than the Gorman bill or at least re- 
frain from voting against such a bill. 

Let the honest tariff reformers ignore 
Gorman, Brice and Smith and endeavor to 
come toan agreement with Hill, Peffer, 
Caffery and Blanchard. The country pre- 
fers free sugar, but a purely revenue duty 
which would satisfy the Louisiana bounty 
grabbers would not, as the President de- 
clares, involve a sacrifice of Democratic 
principles. It would at least smash the 
corrupt job of the Sugar Trust and its Sen- 
atorial attorneys. 

With the votes of Hill, Peffer, Caffery 
and Blanchard the Democrats could spare 
the votes of Gorman, Brice and Smith. 
If these three voted against the bill the 
Democrats would have one majority. If 
Peffer refrained from voting there would 
be a tie and the Vice-President’s vote 
would pass the bill. There are many 
chances of sucgvss, including the cow- 
atdice of Gornau, Brice and Smith, when 
the final test of the devotion to the Sugar 
Trust came. If they should have the 
courage of their corruption the Democracy 
would be happily rid of them. 

The plan is worth trying. If the Demo- 
craitc Senators who profess devotion to 
tariff reform are honest in their profession 
they will welcome any plan which offers a 
possibility of riddance from the domina- 
tion of the Sugar Trust.
